McDonald,  a  former  instructor  of  the 
school.  Mrs.  McDonald  was  murder- 
ed in  her  Natchez  home  last  October. 

The  school  will  accept  donations 
through  May.  All  gifts  are  tax  deduc- 
tible and  may  be  sent  to  the  Sherryn 
McDonald  Scholarship  Fund,  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Junior  College  Campus,  Nat- 
chez, MS  39120. 

Sponsors  of  the  project  hope  to 
raise  enough  money  to  award  one  or 
more  full  academic  scholarships  each 
year.  The  initial  scholarship  will  be 
awarded  from  contributions,  and  in- 
terest from  the  fund  is  expected  to 
provide  perpetual  scholarships  there- 
after.

Being  Taken 

For  Two  New 

Programs 


Applications  are  presently  being 
accepted  for  entrance  into  two  new 
programs  to  be  offered  on  the  Wes- 
son Campus,  Child  Care  Supervision 
and  Food  Services  Supervision. 

Both  programs,  recently  approved 
by  the  Junior  College  Commission, 
will  be  housed  in  the  new  Anderson 
Health  Occupations  Building. 

The  Child  Care  program  is  a  four 
semester  course,  with  the  student 
spending  one-half  the  day  in  the  class- 
room and  one-half  in  actual  labora- 
tory experience.  Approximately  15 
pre-school  children  will  be  enrolled  in 
the  facility,  with  supervision  provided 
by  a  full-time  instructor,  full-time  aide, 
as  well  as  the  students  enrolled. 

Upon  completion  of  the  Child 
Care  Supervision  program,  the  student 
will  be  qualified  to  actually  organize 
and  direct  a  day  care  center,  as  well 
as  work  in  a  kindergarten. 

Interested  persons  should  contact 
Bob  Huckaby,  counselor,  Vo-Tech  Di- 
vision, Wesson  Campus.  Cost  of  the 
program  is  $135  per  semester. 

The  Food  Services  program  will 
consist  of  classroom  and  laboratory 
experience  as  well. 

The  Food  Services  program  will  of- 
fer a  one-year  or  two-year  curriculum. 
After  completion  of  the  one-year 
study,  the  student  will  be  qualified 
to  serve  as  a  cook  for  a  motel, 
hotel,  school  cafeteria,  etc. 

Upon  completion  of  the  two-year 
course  of  study,  the  student  will  be 
qualified  to  serve  as  a  supervisor. 

Cost  is  also  $135  per  semester  and 
interested  persons  should  contact 
Huckaby  at  the  Fortenberry  Voca- 
tional-Technical Building. 

Both  programs  will  begin  with  the 
1978  regular  fall  semester.

New  Cafeteria-Student  Center  To 
Honor  Late  Board  Chairman 


The  fall  of  1979  is  the  projected 
completion  date  for  the  new  cafeteria- 
student  center  on  the  Wesson  campus. 
The  building  will  be  named  in  mem- 
ory of  the  late  W.  S.  Henley  of  Ha- 
zlehurst,  a  member  of  Co-Lin's  Board 
of  Trustees  for  fifty  years  (1924-74) 
and  Chairman  for  forty  years  (1934-74). 

To  be  located  to  the  northwest  of 
the  president's  old  home,  the  building 
will  be  an  attractive  and  functional 
addition,  housing  the  cafeteria,  stu- 
dent services  offices,  bookstore  and 
grill,  and  a  commuter  student  center. 
According  to  Dr.  Billy  Thames,  Co- 
Lin  president,  the  building  will  cost 
approximately  1.7  million  and  will  in- 
clude the  renovation  of  Callendar 
Hall,  presently  housing  the  cafeteria 
and  "old  gym". 

The    new    building    is    designed    to 
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have  a  split  level  effect  when  viewed 
from  the  front,  but  is  actually  a  two- 
storied  structure.  The  lower  level  will 
contain  the  bookstore  and  grill  and 
the  main  college  dining  room,  seating 
440.  and  the  faculty  dining  room, 
seating  117.  Upstairs  will  be  the  stu- 
dent services  offices  and  the  commu- 
ter day  center. 

Renovation  of  Callendar  Hall  will 
prepare  the  building  for  student  re 
creational  facilities  and  physical  edu- 
cation. The  downstairs  area  will  be 
available  for  student  use,  including  the 
student  mail  room,  college  switch- 
board and  security  offices.  The  pre 
sent  main  dining  room  will  be  con- 
verted into  a  large  game  room. 

The  upper  level  will  continue  to 
house  a  gymnasium  and  exercise  area, 
but  will  be  completeK  renovated, 
according  to  college  officials. 


Alumnus  Honored 


J.  C.  Redd  Day"  Declared  By  Governor 


Jackson  businessman  J.  C.  Redd 
was  honored  for  his  lifetime  ser- 
vice in  business,  civic,  and  religious 
work  on  April  17  with  a  testi- 
monial dinner  in  the  Delta  Room  of 
the  Downtown  Holiday  Inn.  Gover- 
nor Cliff  Finch  officially  declared 
April  17  as  "J.  C.  Redd  Day"  in 
Mississippi. 

Redd,  a  native  of  Lincoln  Coun- 
ty, is  a  Copiah-Lincoln  graduate, 
having  been  selected  as  "Alumnus 
of  the  Year"  in  1975  and  is  a  past 
president  of  the  Co-Lin  Alumni  As- 
sociation. He  established  the  J.  M. 
Ewing  and  L.  Russell  Ellzey  Scholar- 
ships at  Co-Lin. 

Political,  educational,  business 
I  and  religious  leaders  from  across 
the  Southeast  gathered  for  the 
special  occasion.  Included  among 
those  speaking  were  Governor 
Finch  and  former  Governor  Bill 
Waller. 

Best  known  as  the  founder  of 
Redd  Pest  Control  Company,  a  firm 
with  branches  in  six  Southern  states, 
Redd's  career  has  also  included 
numerous  civic  accomplishments. 


He  received  the  bachelor  and 
master  degree  from  Mississippi  State 
University  in  entomology.  Before 
going  into  business  for  himself  in 
1946,  he  worked  as  a  teacher  for 
nine  years,  including  four  years  as 
superintendent  of  the  Progress 
School  System  of  Pike  County.  He 
also  taught  zoology  at  MSU. 

Redd  Pest  Control,  in  its  22- 
year  history,  has  expanded  to  one 
of  the  largest  pest  control  com- 
panies in  the  Southeast,  employing 
200  people  in  seven  states. 

For  his  business  achievements, 
Redd  was  a  recipient  of  the  1974 
Silver  Albert  Gallatin  Memorial 
Award  as  the  outstanding  inde- 
pendent business  leader  in  the 
Southern  states.  He  has  served  as 
president  of  the  Mississippi  Econo- 
mic Council,  served  on  the  Mis- 
sissippi State  Development  Foun- 
dation Board,  the  White  House  Ad- 
visory Council  and  was  one  of  the 
original  organizers  of  the  Little 
League  Baseball  program  in  the 
City  of  Jackson. 

On  a  national  basis,  he  has  held 


the  office  of  president  of  both  the 
National  Pest  Control  Association 
and  Pi  Chi  Omega,  a  national  pro- 
fessional fraternity. 

Redd  is  married  to  the  former 
Annie  Ingram,  and  is  the  father  of 
three  children.  Although  he  official- 
ly retired  from  business  at  the  first 
of  this  year  (Redd's  son  Richard 
has  assumed  management  of  the 
business),  he  will  continue  to  live 
in  Jackson  where  he  remains  active 
in  civic  affairs.

GRADUATION 

Graduation  exercises  held  on  May 
13  in  Wesson  and  on  May  20  in 
Natchez  saw  275  students  receive 
diplomas  from  Copiah-Lincoln  junior 
College. 

Board  Chairman,  Dr.  J.  H.  Stribling 
presented  diplomas  in  Stone  Stadium 
to  240  students  from  the  Wesson 
campus,  while  Co-Lin  President,  Dr. 
Billy  Thames,  made  the  presentation 
to  35  students  in  ceremonies  at  the 
Natchez  campus. 


Patterson  -  "A  Dog's  Best  Friend" 


Ifs  a  cold  rainy  morning.  Harold  J.  Patterson  pulls  his 
truck  up  in  front  of  Wesson's  post  office,  gets  out,  and 
is  greeted  by  two  or  three  stray  dogs,  their  tails  wagging. 
Ifs  breakfast  time.  Patterson  reaches  into  a  sack  in  the 
back  of  his  truck  and  dishes  out  several  handsful  of  dog 
food  on  the  sidewalk.  Around  Wesson,  Patterson, 
who  teaches  history  and  French  at  the  Co-Lin  Wesson 
campus,  is  known  as    "dog's  best  friend." 

Deserted  puppies  and  stray  dogs  find  a  refuge  at  the 
Patterson  home,  just  south  of  the  Co-Lin  campus. 
"During  the  year,  I've  had  as  many  as  27  dogs  at  the 
house  at  one  time,"  Patterson  says. 

Patterson  explains  that  he  finds  dogs  deserted  on  the 
side  of  the  road,  has  calls  from  people  who  are  bothered 
by  strays,  and  occasionally  gets  an  injured  dog  that 
needs  a  veterinarian's  care. 

He  makes  daily  trips  to  the  campus  dump  where  he 
feeds  a  pack  of  wild  dogs  who  roam  in  the  woods.  Fre- 
quently he's  able  to  catch  a  little  wild  puppy,  lessening 
the  menacing  pack  by  one.  "They've  been  in  the  woods 
for  years,"  he  says,  "and  just  keep  having  litters.  I 
see  their  heads  pop  out  from  behind  the  trees  when  I 
put  the  food  out."  The  dogs  have  never  bothered  him, 
but  he  keeps  a  club  handy  just  in  case. 

The  four-legged  guests  sleep  in  large  cardboard  crates 
in  a  shed  near  the  Patterson  home.  The  crates  are  filled 
with  pine  straw  and  are  permanently  labeled  with  names 
such  as  Alton,  Billy,  Edgar  and  Ralph,  by  coincidence  the 
first  names  of  some  Co-Lin  personnel. 

Patterson  has  just  acquired  the  land  adjoining  his  pro- 
perty,   complete    with    a    concrete    building    which    he 


plans  to  convert  to  a  "dog  motel".  "I'll  put  the  pens 
along  the  side,  close  in  the  back  wall,  and  place  a 
pot-belly  stove  inside,"  he  says.  "Ifll  be  a  perfect  haven 
for  dogs." 

His  wife,  Reba,  pulls  out  a  photo  album  to  show  off 
pictures  of  their  longtime  pet,  Socrates.  "This  is  what 
got  him  started,"  she  says.  "He  surely  loved  this  little 
dog."  About  six  weeks  after  they  moved  into  their 
present  home,  Socrates,  at  the  age  of  13,  was  killed 
by  the  same  pack  of  wild  dogs  Patterson  faithfully  feeds. 

A  member  of  the  Mississippi  Animal  Rescue  League, 
Patterson  spends  more  than  just  his  time  helping  the 
dogs.  In  addition  to  medications  and  the  vefs  bills,  he 
says  his  dog  food  bill  for  a  recent  month  was  $111. 

He  keeps  a  daily  log  of  expenses,  a  record  of  the 
dogs  he  has  at  the  moment,  and  the  location  of  strays 
he  has  sighted.  A  typical  entry  reads,  "Worked  around 
the  new  dog  building  this  morning.  Fed  dogs.  Wild  pup- 
py getting  more  active.  Saw  large  German  shepherd  with 
a  chain  dangling  from  his  neck.  Could  not  catch  him. 
Put  food  out  and  will  go  back.  Bought  a  sack  of  Puppy 
Chow.  Cost  $1.95." 

The  log  is  labeled  "Lincoln  County  Humane  Society". 
When  asked  if  he  is  a  member,  Patterson  laughs,  "I 
am  the  Lincoln  County  Humane  Society." 

When  asked  if  it  is  easier  to  work  with  his  students 
or  with  his  dogs,  he  replies,  "Oh  the  dogs  --  they  don't 
talk  back." 

Patterson  feels  everyone  has  a  Christian  responsibility 
to  minister  to  others  in  life  and  that  includes  animals. 
"I'm  just  doing  my  thing,"  he  adds. 
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Sports  Hall  Of  Fame  Planned 


On  March  28  a  group  of  18  for- 
mer Copiah-Lincoln  athletes  and 
coaches  met  in  Jackson  for  the  pur- 
pose of  discussing  the  possibility  of 
organizing  a  Copiah-Lincoln  Hall  of 
Fame  to  recognize  those  who  have 
contributed  to  the  betterment  of  Co- 
Lin  through  athletics. 

Also  present  were  Dr.  Billy  Thames, 
Co-Lin  president,  and  William  Lewis, 
head  basketball  coach. 

The  meeting  was  called  by  W.  C. 
"Pop"  Allen  of  Jackson  and  vice-pres- 
ident of  the  Co-Lin  Alumni  Association. 

It  was  the  unanimous  decision  of 
all  present  that  a  Hall  of  Fame  for 
athletes  be  organized.  The  following 
slate  of  officers  were  nominated  and 
elected:  W.  C.  Allen,  president;  Mel- 
vin  Waters,   vice     president;  and   Ker- 


mit  R.  Davis,  secretary. 

It  was  the  group's  decision  that 
during  the  first  year  (1978)  the  As- 
sociation honor  five  former  athletes 
(men  or  women),  one  posthumously 
and  four  living.  The  following  general 
guidelines  will  be  followed  in  choos- 
ing the  first  recipients: 

(1)  Must  have  been  out  of  Copiah- 
Lincoln  for  20  years  or  more. 

(2)  Consideration  given  for  the 
number  of  sports  participated  in. 

(3)  Accomplishments  since  gradua- 
tion. 

(4)  Support  given  the  institution 
since  graduation. 

(5)  Those  athletes  or  coaches  who 
were  at  Copiah-Lincoln  between  1928 
and  1940. 

The  first  awards  are  to   be   made 


at  Homecoming  1978.  In  the  future 
consideration  will  be  given  to  sep- 
arating Homecoming  and  the  Hall  of 
Fame  inductions.

The  Copiah-Lincoln  story  is  rich  in  history,  dating  back 
to  1915  with  the  opening  of  an  agricultural  high  school. 
It  is  the  story  of  the  emergence  into  a  junior  college 
in  1928,  a  story  of  the  depression  and  war  years,  and 
more  recently  the  flourishing  of  programs  and  buildings 
and  expanding  facilities  to  include  a  center  in  Natchez. 

The  Copiah-Lincoln  story  is  further  a  story  of  in- 
dividuals -  administrators,  faculty  and  students  -  who 
have  contributed  to  the  success  of  the  school,  and 
who  have  left  marks  of  excellence  that  may  never  be 
matched. 

Copiah-Lincoln,  founded  in  1928  as  a  joint  effort  be- 
tween the  two  counties  whose  name  it  bears,  is  now 
composed  of  a  district  of  seven  southwest  Mississippi 
counties.  In  addition  to  Copiah  and  Lincoln,  other  coun- 
ties include  Simpson,  Franklin,  Lawrence,  Jefferson  and 
Adams.  With  the  mam  campus  remaining  in  Wesson,  a 
branch  campus  was  opened  in  Adams  County  in  1972. 
The  college  prides  itself  in  serving  the  needs  of  its 
district  and  has  offered  extension  work  ~  both  academic 
and  vocational  --  in  all  of  its  seven  supporting  coun- 
ties. 

The  enrollment  at  Co-Lin  swelled  to  over  4200  for  the 
1977-78  session. 

The  Copiah-Lincoln  Board  of  Trustees  first  indicated 
interest  in  expanding  the  agricultural  high  school  to  in- 
clude a  junior  college  in  1923  when  Dr.  H.  M.  Ivy 
met    with    the    Board    and    outlined    the    necessary    pro- 


cedures. During  1927-28,  Russell  Ellzey,  Superintendent, 
along  with  members  of  the  glee  club,  quartets,  en- 
semble groups  and  students  and  faculty  members  visited 
every  community  in  Lincoln  and  Copiah  Counties  sup- 
porting the  junior  college  movement.  On  June  1,  1928, 
a  $150,000  bond  election  was  passed  by  more  than 
a  10  to  1  decision  in  favor  of  a  junior  college. 

Enrollment  for  the  first  junior  college  session,  1928-29, 
was  over  125,  with  approximately  6000  students  enrol- 
ling during  the  first  decade  ending  in  1938.  The  1938-39 
session  showed  an  enrollment  of  510  students. 

Ellzey  was  named  the  first  president  of  the  new 
junior  college.  Other  administrators  included  J.  M.  Ewing, 
assistant  president,  and  Lula  Stevens,  dean-registrar. 

Eighteen  faculty  members  were  approved  for  the  jun- 
ior college  including  H.  L.  Stone,  coach-agriculture; 
Mary  Sinclair,  English;  Katie  Lois  Stevens,  English;  Virginia 
Felder,  mathematics;  Lillie  Mae  Covington,  mathematics; 
and  Ruby  Evans,  mathematics. 

Also,  W.  B.  Horton  (later  to  be  president  of  Miss. 
Delta  Junior  College),  history;  Ellie  Jeter,  coach-history; 
Mary  M.  Thompson,  commercial  work;  Cleo  Holman, 
home  economics;  Katherine  Strait  and  Genevieve  Stout, 
science;  Dr.  Oscar  Autritt,  French-English;  Gladys  Arring- 
ton,  Latin-Spanish;  and,  Mrs.  Evelyn  Oswalt,  librarian-hall. 

Others  were  Eliza  Blue,  piano;  Mrs.  Maggie  F. 
Ewing,  voice-glee  club;  Mildred  David,  dramatics-physical 
education.

"One  day  a  month  each  Co-Lin  boy  tosses  his  Lit 
book  in  a  corner  and  dons  overalls  and  brogands  for 
a  day's  work  with  Cap  Wallace  (the  late  Noah  Wallace 
of  Wesson  who  was  an  employee  of  Copiah-Lincoln  for 
many  years).  Despite  the  fact  all  of  'em  groan  when  their 
work  day  comes,  they  really  enjoy  a  day  spent  out- 
side of  the  class  rooms.  In  that  day  they  can  forget  bad 
grades  and  reproving  profs,  work  up  an  appetite 
and  get  some  practical  experience. 

It  is  the  uncertainty  of  what  type  of  work  a  boy  will 
do  that  makes  the  day  a  trifle  exciting.  He  may  be  sent 
to  plow  some  lonely  hill  behind  the  school,  shove  a 
lawn  mower  over  the  campus,  drive  a  team  of  mules, 
pull  corn,  haul  hay,  build  fences,  drive  a  truck,  or  any 
of  a  score  of  jobs  that  accompany  each  season.  In 
doing  these  jobs  the  boys  learn  to  work  with  other 
boys,  how  to  take  instructions,  and,  most  important  of 
all,  what  it  means  to  get  close  to  nature." 


"THREE  TIMES  A  DAY  .  .  .  Where  as  the  boys  of 
Co-Lin  gain  practical  knowledge  of  farm  work  one  day 
each  month,  the  girls  receive  practical  training  that  is 
equally  important.  They  learn  how  to  serve  a  meal. 

For  ages  it  has  been  the  duty  of  the  woman  to 
serve  meals.  This  is  one  precedent  that  has  stood  the 
acid  test  of  time,  and  will  undoubted  continue  to  do  so. 

I  would  venture  to  say  that  no  girl  has  come  to 
Co-Lin  (or  any  other  institution)  without  matrimonial 
aspirations.  It  is  natural  for  every  woman  to  want  to  be 
a  wife.  At  Co-Lin  the  girls  learn  just  what  it  is  to  wait 
on  a  table  surrounded  by  seven  hungry  students.  They 
learn  what  men  like  to  eat,  how  they  like  their  food 
seasoned,  what  they  like  to  talk  about  and,  in  general, 
more  about  men  than  they  would  otherwise  know.  Al- 
though it  is  doubtful  that  every  girl  will  be  able  to  snare 
themselves  a  husband  while  at  Co-Lin,  the  training  that 
they  receive  here  while  serving  will  be  valuable  in  any 
walk  of  life. 

The  dining  room  duties  that  the  girls  perform  during 
their  month  of  serving  may  be  one  of  three.  The  majority 
of  the  girls  do  the  actual  serving  of  the  meal  --  placing 
the  food  on  the  table,  pouring  water  into  glasses, 
hurrying  back  after  refills.  Others  have  certain  tables  allot- 
ted to  them  for  coffee  service.  The  remaining  girls 
see  that  the  syrup  pitchers  on  the  table  are  filled  before 
each  meal.  Syrup  is  a  popular  Southern  delicacy  and 
Southern  boys  and  girls  can  do  more  damage  to  a 
pitcher  of  syrup  and  a  plate  of  hot  biscuits  than  nearly 
anyone  else. 

The  girls  receive  their  instruction  from  Miss  Fannie 
Callender,  the  Co-Lin  dietitian,  and  in  conversations 
with    her   learn    more   about   the   culinary   art.    It   should 


be  stated  here  that  another  trait  that  the  girls  develop 
is  the  art  of  being  cheerful.  Cheerfulness  goes  hand  in 
hand  with  a  meal  and  Co-Lin's  girls  soon  learn  that  they 
must  above  all  be  cheerful  while  serving.  In  general, 
the  training  they  receive  is  just  as  essential  as  any  cur- 
ricular  course  they  may  take." 


Miss  Fannie  Callender  came  to  Copiah-Lincoln  as  die- 
titian when  the  school  was  still  an  agricultural  high  school. 
She  continued  to  serve  the  junior  college  for  nearly 
40  years,  supervising  not  only  the  preparation  of  food, 
but  instructing  the  women  students  in  the  proper 
ways  to  serve  tables.  Miss  Callender  is  pictured  beside 
the  bell  she  rang  signaling  the  familiar  "dinner  is  served."

(The  1926  Co-Lin  wo- 
men's volleyball  and  baseball  teams 
had  been  Southwest  Mississippi  Cham- 
pions.)

Athletics  has  always  played  an  im- 
portant part  in  the  life  of  Copiah- 
Lincoln.  Under  the  leadership  of  H. 
L.  "Hook"  Stone,  the  Co-Lin  football 
team  was  crowned  Junior  College 
Champion  seven  times  out  of  the  first 
ten  years  (1928-38)  as  a  member  of 
the  Junior  College  Conference. 

In  1948  the  Wolves  took  their  first 
State  Championship  in  Men's  Basket- 
ball and  have  continued  to  be  a 
threat  whenever  basketball  season  be- 
gins. Later  state  crowns  were  earned 
in  1949,  1973,  1974  (also  Region  VII 
Champions)  and  1976.  Coaches  lead- 
ing the  Wolves  to  the  top  in  men's 
basketball  have  included  T.  A.  Ricks, 
M.  K.  Turk,  and  William  Lewis. 

Women's  basketball  has  been  com- 
petitive from  the  beginning,  with  the 
"Wolverines"  bringing  home  the  State 
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on  the  field  as  it  participates  in  the 
strong  south  division  of  the  Miss.  Ju- 
nior College  Conference.  Recent  out- 
standing teams  have  included  1958 
when  the  Wolves  met  Tyler,  Texas,  Jr. 
College  in  the  Hospitality  Bowl  and 
head  Coach,  A.  J.  Mangum,  was  cho- 
sen Miss.  Jr.  College  Coach  of  the 
Year.  The  1970  team,  under  the  late 
Malcolm  Nesmith,  posted  a  7-1-2 
record,  best  in  the  conference. 

Women's  basketball  was  discontin- 
ued on  the  junior  college  level  in  the 
50's,  but  resumed  in  1974.  The  wo- 
men, now  known  as  the  Ladv  Wol- 
ves, have  been  competitive  in  division 
play  and  in  1975  under  the  direction 
of  Coach  Gwyn  Young  finished  in  the 
top  four  in  Mississippi  and  captured 
3rd  place  in  the  Region  VII  Tourna- 
ment. 

Other  areas  of  junior  college  com- 
petition in  which  Co-Lin  participates 
today  include  men's  baseball,  and  ten- 
nis and  golf  for  men  and  women. 


H.  L.  Stone  led  Co-Lin  to  State 
Championships  in  football  seven  times 
during  the  first  ten  years  (1928-38)  as 
a  junior  college. 


The  1927-28  Co-Lin  "Aggies"  team  enjoyed  another  winning  season  with 
a  9-1  record.  The  lone  defeat  came  in  the  season's  final  game  when  Biloxi 
defeated  Co-Lin  by  a  score  of  6  to  0,  taking  home  the  South  Miss. 
Championship.  The  "Aggies"  put  up  a  real  struggle  to  the  end,  but  were 
"fighting  under  a  handicap  caused  from  the  loss  of  two  of  its  best  backs 
due  to  a  mumps  epidemic." 

Final  season  starts  showed  the  Co-Lin  team  scoring  193  points  to  their 
opposition's  6  points,  with  one  game  won  by  the  lopsided  score  of 
88-0.

The  social  life  of  the  Copiah- 
Lincoln  student  has  always  been  given 
a  place  of  major  importance. 

A  wide  variety  of  clubs  and  organ- 
izations was  offered  to  the  student 
who  enrolled  at  Copiah-Lincoln  in  the 
fall  of  1928.  These  included  the  stu- 
dent council,  Hi-Y  Club,  Girls  Reserve, 
Chemistry  Club,  Dramatics  Club,  De- 
bate Club  and  the  Yearbook  Staff. 

Other  activities  bringing  enthusiasm 
to  the  1928  campus  included  the 
musical  presentations  -  operettas,  pi- 
ano and  voice  recitals  -  dramatic 
presentations  and  physical  education 
programs. 

The  1978  Co-Lin  student  continues 
to  have  a  varied  program.  A  regular 
schedule  of  activities,  including  an  in- 
tramural sports  program,  is  directed 
through  the  office  of  student  activities. 

Organizations  include  Student  Gov- 
ernment, Future  Teachers  Association, 
French  Club,  Circle  K,  VICA,  Youth 
Congress  Club,  Phi  Theta  Kappa,  Phi 
Beta  Lambda,  Co-Lin  Players,  Afro- 
American  Plus  Club,  Alpha  Omega 
Science  Club,  DECA  Club  and  the 
newspaper  and  yearbook  staffs. 

Religious  organizations  include  the 
Student  Christian  Association,  Baptist 
Student  Union  and  Wesley  Founda- 
tion. 

Annual  events  on  the  campus  in- 
clude the  Trillium  Beauty  Pageant, 
the  Miss  Co-Lin  Pageant  and  Circle 
K's  "Mess"  Co-Lin  Pageant.  Others  are 
talent  shows,  Christian  Focus  Week, 
choir  and  band  concerts  and  recitals, 
several  dramatic  productions  by  the 
Co-Lin  Players  and  Black  History  Week.

One  of  the  real  traditions  at  Co- 
Lin  has  been  the  quality  of  its  mu- 
sic departments.  In  early  years,  me- 
dals were  consistently  awarded  to 
groups  representing  Copiah-Lincoln  in 
statewide  contests. 

Mrs.  J.  M.  Ewing,  wife  of  Co-Lin's 
2nd  president,  and  a  member  of  the 
first  junior  college  faculty,  was  recog- 
nized throughout  the  state  for  her 
quality  ensemble  groups. 

One  of  the  most  popular  groups 
presently  is  the  Sojourners,  a  Wesson 
campus  pop-folk  singing  group.  The 
Sojourners  were  organized  in  1968, 
with  Miss  Julia  Guess  as  the  first 
director.  Members  are  selected  each 
fall  by  audition. 

The  Copiah-Lincoln  Band  and  Co- 
lettes have  long  been  recognized  as 
one  of  the  top  junior  college  groups. 
The  band  and  dancing  majorettes 
moved  to  the  front  in  the  193(75  when 
they  were  referred  to  in  state  news- 


papers as  the  "jitterbug  band  from 
Wesson".  They  appeared  in  many  pa- 
rades and  performed  at  various  senior 
college  campuses. 

Prominent  among  band  directors 
is  Ralph  Franklin  who  contributed 
much  to  the  success  of  the  music 
program.  Mrs.  Franklin,  known  as 
"Dot",  worked  along  side  her  hus- 
band in  coordinating  production  num- 
bers, and  in  the  early  40's  developed 


the  Colettes,  Mississippi's  original  dan- 
cing coeds. 

In  the  1970's  a  flag  and  rifle  corps 
was  added  to  the  band,  with  mem- 
bers selected  each  spring  by  audition. 

In  1965  the  Band  and  Colettes  par- 
ticipated in  the  Mac/s  Thanksgiving 
Day  Parade  in  New  York  City. 

The  concert  choirs  on  both  cam- 
puses have  contributed  to  both  the 
total  development  of  the  student  and 
to  the  entertainment  of  the  public. 
A  Christmas  and  Spring  Choir  Concert 
has  become  a  tradition  on  both  cam- 
puses. The  Christmas  Concert  from 
the  Natchez  Campus  was  broadcast 
over  Mississippi's  Educational  Televis- 
ion Network  in  1977. 

While  the  Wesson  choir  is  limited 
to  students  enrolled  in  junior  college, 
the  Natchez  choir  has  been  formed 
on  a  "community"  basis,  with  citizens 
in  the  area  studying  with  the  group 
and  performing.  College  credit  is  gi- 
ven to  members  of  the  choir.

In  order  to  effectively  reach  the 
Copiah-Lincoln  student  and  patron 
throughout  the  district,  public  rela- 
tions offices  are  maintained  on  both 
the  Wesson  and  Natchez  campuses. 

The  traditional  news  media  Wolf 
Tales  (Wesson)  begun  in  1968  and 
Co-Lin/N  Sights  (Natchez)  begun  in 
1973  serve  as  campus  newspapers. 
Wolf  Tales  is  published  bi-monthly, 
while  Co-Lin/N  Sights  is  published 
quarterly.    In    1977    Wolf    Tales    was 


selected  as  first  place  winner  among 
bi-monthly  publications  in  Mississippi 
junior  colleges.  In  1978  it  earned  se- 
cond place. 

Earlier  Wesson  campus  newspapers 
included  the  Blue  and  Gray,  published 
in  the  late  40's  and  the  Co-Lin  Watch- 
word published  in  the  mid  60's. 

The  TRILLIUM  yearbook  is  distri- 
buted each  spring  to  Co-Lin  students. 
The  Trillium  contains  the  student 
body,  faculty,  campus  activities  from 
both  Wesson  and  Natchez  and  the 
high  school  division. 

A  yearbook  was  first  published  in 
1925  and  was  called  the  CO-LIN. 
After  five  years,  the  Co-Lin  had  to 
cease  publication  due  to  the  lack  of

funds  during  the  depression.  In  1937 
publication  of  a  yearbook  was  res- 
sumed,  now  called  the  Trillium. 

The  Trillium  found  its  name  in  the 
small  wild  plant,  the  trillium,  whose 
common  stem  is  made  by  three 
leaves  joined  together.  By  1937,  Co- 
piah-Lincoln had  added  another  sup- 
porting county  to  its  district  -  Simp- 
son County  -  and  now  three  coun- 
ties joined  to  support  the  educational 
institution. 

Other  publications  include  literary 
magazines  Microcosm  in  Wesson  and 
Refractions  in  Natchez.  These  publi- 
cations are  coordinated  through  the 
humanities  divisions  and  contain  win- 
ning short  stories,  poetry,  and  essays 
submitted  by  the  Copiah-Lincoln  stu- 
dent and  high  school  students  in  the 
district. 

News  releases  are  sent  to  the 
local  district  and  state  newspapers  on 
a  regular  weekly  basis.  Further,  a  ser- 
ies of  weekly  radio  reports  are  con- 
ducted through  the  Wesson  campus 
public  relations  office  and  can  be 
heard  on  stations  in  Brookhaven,  Ha- 
zlehurst  and  Monticello. 


Trustees  Contribute 
Much  To  School 

Through  the  years  Copiah-Lincoln 
Junior  College  has  stood  on  a  solid 
foundation  provided  by  the  leader- 
ship of  its  Board  of  Trustees.  As  the 
district  has  expanded  from  two  sup- 
porting counties  in  1928  to  seven  in 
1978,  the  number  of  the  board  has 
grown  from  twelve  to  twenty-seven 
members. 

Officers  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  1928  included  J.  S.  Youngblood, 
president  and  R.  E.  Rea,  secretary. 
Members  representing  Copiah  County 
included  Youngblood  and  Rea,  J.  S. 
Decell,  W.  S.  Henley,  Jack  Sullivan 
and  A.  S.  Thomas.  Lincoln  County 
Trustees  were  L.  H.  Baggett,  Prentiss 
Furr,  Andy  Greer,  Dr.  David  Magee, 
L.  P.  May  and  George  Moak.

Three  have 
served  as  president,  including  J.  S. 
Youngblood  (1928-34),  W.  S.  Henley 
(1934-74),  and  Dr.  J.  H.  Stribling 
(1974-  ).  R.  E.  Rea  served  as  sec- 
retary  from    1928    until    1962.    Lester 


Furr  was  elected  secretary  in  1962 
and  continues  to  serve  in  that  cap- 
acity.

Since  its  beginning  in  1928,  five 
men  have  served  as  President  of  Co- 
piah-Lincoln Junior  College.  They  in- 
clude Russell  Ellzey  (1928-March  18, 
1932);  J.  M.  Ewing  (March  18,  1932- 
January  22,  1943,  when  he  was  grant- 
ed military  leave);  Willie  H.  Smith 
(January  22,  1943-October  10,  1945); 
J.  M.  Ewing  (October  10,  1945-August 
1956);  F.  M.  Fortenberry  (August,  1956- 
January  20,  1968);  Billy  B.  Thames  (Jan- 
uary 20,  1968-         ). 

L.  Russell  Ellzey  who  was  serving 
as  superintendent  of  the  agricultural 
high  school  was  named  first  presi- 
dent of  the  junior  college  division. 
The  Ellzey  administration  is  distin- 
guished by  the  fact  that  Mr.  Ellzey 
had  the  job  of  "selling  the  idea  of 
having  a  junior  college  to  the  trus- 
tees, faculty,  students,  boards  of  su- 
pervisors and  to  the  people." 

In  early  1932,  after  he  had  been 
elected  to  the  United  States  Congress 
representing  Mississippi's  7th  district, 
Ellzey  resigned  his  position  as  Presi- 
dent of  Copiah-Lincoln.  After  his  re- 
turn from  Congress,  Ellzey  made  his 
home  in  Jackson,  but  continued  to  be 
an  avid  supporter  of  Copiah-Lincoln 
until  his  death  in  1977. 

In  the  person  of  James  M.  Ewing, 
the  Board  chose  one  familiar  with  the 
affairs  of  Copiah-Lincoln,  as  he  had 
served  as  assistant  superintendent, 
dean  and  registrar,  coach  and  agri- 
culture teacher.  He  had  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  first  junior  college  faculty 
in  1928. 

Ewing  served  as  president  until 
January  1943  when  he  was  granted 
military  leave  to  serve  in  the  U.  S. 
Navy  during  World  War  II. 

Willie  H.  Smith,  who  had  served 
as  an  instructor  of  science  and  regis- 
trar, was  appointed  by  the  Board  to 
serve  as  acting  president  during 
Ewing's  absence.  Smith  served  in  the 
position,  providing  the  leadership  ne- 
cessary to  maintain  the  stability  of  the 
educational  institution  during  a  period

of  national  turmoil,  until  October 
1945  when  Ewing  returned  from  ser- 
vice. In  the  spring  of  1946  Smith 
resigned  from  Copiah-Lincoln  to  de- 
vote his  full  time  in  active  work 
in  the  investment  business,  making  his 
permanent  home  in  Brookhaven. 

In  the  post-war  years,  Copiah-Lin- 
coln experienced  a  period  of  growth 
and  excellence  under  the  leadership 
of  President  Ewing.  In  August,  1956, 
Ewing  presented  his  resignation  to  the 
Board  as  he  had  been  elected  Pres- 
ident of  Delta  State  College  in  Cleve- 
land. 

In  its  search  for  a  new  president, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  again  chose  a 
man  from  within  the  ranks  of  Co- 
piah-Lincoln. On  August  24,  1956, 
F.  M.  Fortenberry  was  named 
as  president. 

Fortenberry  had  served  in  such  ca- 
pacities as  teacher,  coach,  athletic  di- 
rector and  Dean  of  Men. 

The  Fortenberry  administration  is 
perhaps  best  characterized  by  the  far- 
sightedness of  the  leadership  in  recog- 
nizing the  future  impact  of  vocational- 
technical  education  in  the  State  of 
Mississippi.  Various  changes  in  Co-Lin's 
curricular,  adding  vocational-technical 
programs  as  deemed  necessary  by  the 
vocational  trends  in  the  area,  were 
made. 

On  October  26,  1967,  President 
Fortenberry  submitted  his  letter  of  res- 
ignation to  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
stating,  "I  have  been  asked  to  serve 
as  Supervisor  for  the  Mis- 
sissippi Junior  Colleges."  Fortenberry's 
resignation  was  effective  on  January 
20,  1968. 

A  selection  committee  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  conducted 
a  diligent  search  for  a  prospective 
president  and  then  unanimously  re- 
commended Billy  B.  Thames  to  the 
Board. 

The  Lawrence  County  native  was 
no  stranger  to  Copiah-Lincoln,  having 
graduated    from    the    institution    with

honors  in  1954.  Thames  had  served 
as  basketball  coach,  teacher  and 
counselor  in  the  Jackson  Public 
Schools,  principal  of  an  Attala  County 
attendance  center,  and  as  Director  of 
Admissions  at  Belhaven  College, 

Aware  of  the  bright  future  await- 
ing the  Mississippi  junior  colleges, 
Copiah-Lincoln  began  a  ten-year  pro- 
gram of  expansion,  adding  eleven 
new  buildings,  additional  recreational 
and  athletic  facilities  and  making  ma- 
jor renovations  in  existing  buildings. 

In  the  fall  of  1972,  a  branch  cam- 
pus, Copiah-Lincoln  Natchez,  was  es- 
tablished. 

Copiah-Lincoln's  future  continues 
to  be  bright  under  the  leadership  of 
President  Thames  and  a  farsighted 
Board  of  Trustees.
